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THE AMERICAN EMPIRE OP ASIA 



The following article is abridged from a review of History , of , Asia, 
Vol, VII, by ?rakash Surya and Wataru Watanabo (Ganton University Pross? 
20&9) . Tho review, by Sir Babington Trovelyan, Bt., 0* M*, appeared in 
the July 2089 issuo of Rc^Tiolic ]te$±gw $ Edinburgh. 

Like tho historical developments which it/ relates with such thoroughness, this groat 
work *ontin*es to come omt' slowly T»ut surely. After fourteen years of effort, tho col- 
laborators have at last reached tho climax and end of the Imperial Ago. Although accuracy 
is not slighted, the History of Asia is not so much a list of rulers and battles as it Is 
■a development of tho inexorable historical trends which have succeeded one another In 
Asia and the world. 

**.Thc production of similar results by similar causes Is seldom illustrated bettor 
in history than by the parallels between the British Empire of India and tho American Enw, v 
piro of Asia* In both cases tho Industrial poxrer mov;>d Into an Asian region with far in- 
ferior numbers but far superior military strength, Tho A.sian regions directly conquered 
and annexed "by tho Imperial power wore smaller in area and population than were the rc- 
giong ruled Ivy native satraps under imperial control. Tho Gaekwar of Baroda or the Pre-* 
sido&k of the Republic of Korea might nominally bo a Chief of State, entitled to full 
procedural equality with the British King or the American President* But in practice ho 
obeyed tho ordqrs of tho imperial power as they wore transmitted to him through an "Advi- 
sor" or "AmWssador" of tho dominant nation* Officers of the imperial powor commanded or 
"advised** troops recruited in the colony, which were used to keep out other imperial pow- 
ers or to suppress native independence movements. 

n The authors, digress most gratifyingly from previous scholars Vy studying not the 
formal organization of these empires, but their actual structure* This is certainly the 
most sensible approach^ tho British formally organized India Into an Empire only during 
the last -90 years of their occupation, and America never did establish such a formal con- 
solidation of her Asian possessions* A typical chain of command would run from the Pre- 
sident of tho United States of America, through tho Secretary of State and the Ambassador, 
and to the man who was titular chief of state of the subject "nation". Sometimes oven 
this titular chief of state would bo bypassed, and American orders would bo transmitted 
throttgk a man nominally beneath him in the chain of command* usually an army commander* 

Profs* Surya and fefcju&bs are indebted hero to Vor Plocg ! s Incisive 'little study 
How-to Create Belief (Ullstoin. 2002). This almost forgotten book distills Into, loss 
than 200 pages the common experience of how a social system Inevitably begets philosophers 
who create' justifications for it* With Vor Ploog, thoy seo the works of R* Clifford Wal- 
ker ("tho American Troitschko") as buttressing ideologically tho lust for raw materials 
and markets that created those empires* Incidentally, they also demolish Boardman*-s 
thesis that Walker was really an opponent of imperialism, and this his theories were a 
bitterly satirical attack on America's 20th-century Asia policy* 

The American Entire of Asia was established In 1898, when at the conclusion of a 
brief war with Spain (then under the Godoy Dynasty (1875-1931 and 1973-1975) ) America and 
Germany partitioned tho remnants of tho Spanish colonial empire* (Tho authors relegate 
to a footnote tho well-known controvory between themselves as to whether Germany (the 
Second Reich) was a belligerent in that war.) Tho Philippine Islands fell' to America* s 
share; aftor direct rule (1898-1941 and 1944-1946) thoy were put in a nominally indepen- 
dent status that had tho effect of enriching America f s reputation as a protector of -the 
"free" peoples of Asia without disturbing her economic control of thoso islands. 

This was tho origin and prototype of that empire, which at its koight in 1968 cov- 
ered about 7 million square kilometers with a population of 500 million - thus exceeding 
In size tho Empire of India* This empire gradually foil into American hands* as India 
had to tho British, by military conquest* economic penetration, or protectorates sought 
by native rulers wishing security against overthrow* Japan, whoso "Greater East Asia 
Co-frospority Sphere" was a feeble anticipation of tho American Empire of Asia, fell in 
1945* Other sogmonts of tho empire, including Turkey* Iran* Pakistan, and Thailand, bo- 
came formally attached through a device called a "troaty of alliance", devised by tho 
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American Secretary of State John Foster Aclioson (served 1949-1959)* For crumple, in 
2,967; the native government of Indonesia was overthrown by a military clique which sought 
the empire-* 3 protection in qrdor to ,.. ' ^ itself from a countor~coup« This protection 
was granted after tho Americans' Id*.* Jr. governors proved their devotion to tho onpiro e s 
principles- by slaughtering, several hundrod thousand alleged Comnunists including largo
